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The W ashington palm, our native 
desert palm, is a prolific seeder. Last 
Sunday I was shown what a palm 
can do in the way of producing seed 
when conditions are favorable. 
Mr. 
Richard Hayden Hood called Sun- 
•day morning saying that I should 
see the palm trees, 
now 
bearing 
fruit, at his desert estate. 
W hile 
driving to his home we passed a 
young man, bare to the waist, walk­ 
ing along the road and our conver­ 
sation turned to the possibilities of 
overdoing sun bathing. 
He asked 
if I had ever seen a Negro taking a 
sun-bath. 
W ell, have you? W e con­ 
cluded that we had never known of 
one to be even remotely interested. 


My slide showing the fruit­ 
ing of a group of palm trees 
seemed quite adequate in show­ 
ing the seeding ability of 
the 
Washington palm but now 
a 
new one must be made to show 
what is really possible. 
I have 
never seen such clusters of fruit 
as hang from the palms about 
Mr. H ood’s home. 
Mr. Hood 
estimated the length of one fruit 
branch to be fifteen feet long; 
I said it was longer, possibly 
twenty feet. 
H e replied, “You 
emphasize my statement when 
you prove that I have underes­ 
timated.” 


One begins to wonder why these 
palms, all of which have large, well 
filled fruit clusters, should bear such 
abundant fruit while other trees bear 
so much less. 
I do not know, other 
than that the combination of condi­ 
tions under which they grow makes 
this possible. 
Am ong the trees is a 
noticeable difference; those receiving 
the early morning sunshine bear 
more fruit than those receiving the 
afternoon sun. Those receiving only 
the afternoon sun have several hours 
)¿ss each day because the sun drops 
behind the western mountains long 
before sunset time. 
It will be inter­ 
esting to watch the fruiting of these 
trees for a number of seasons to 
learn if the fruit crop diminishes. 
If it does not diminish then the prep­ 
aration and fertilization of the soil at 
the time of transplanting may be 
eliminated. 
Seedlings in their orig­ 
inal location do not have this care 
and that might be a major factor of 
difference of the quantity of fruit. 


The fruit of the Washington 
palm is not large, about three- 
eights of an inch long and about 
one quarter of an inch through 
the thickest part. 
Surrounding 
the seed 
which 
resembles a 
plump kernel of wheat is a thin 
coating of pulp that in the un­ 
ripe fruit is light tan in color, 
changing to a shiny black when 
ripe. 
If the fruit is placed on 
its less rounded side, it reminds 
me of a small hard shelled, black 
beetle. The fruit is sweet, pala­ 
table, and is sought after by an­ 
imals. 
It is this that probably 
accounts for palm groups at the 
water holes far out on the des­ 
ert where it seems impossible 
that seed could have been trans­ 
ported by water or wind. 
It is 
probably true that the Indians 
planted some of the palms but 
the animals were probably 
the 
important agent in the distribu­ 
tion of the seed and the result­ 
ing palm trees about the isolat­ 
ed water holes. 
Birds and coy­ 
otes eat the fruit, the seeds pass 
undigested, and droppings near 
water form a favorable 
place 
for the germination of the seed. 


A crown of new leaves grows 
each season from the end 
of 
the 
trunk; the lowest ring of leaves, the 
oldest, withers and droops, forming 
the tan skirts. 
Often these 
dry 
leaves arc fired, leaving the blacken­ 
ed trunk, apparently unhurt, as the 
tree continues to grow. 
Sometimes 
the dead leaves loosen and fall to 
the ground. 
I have heard this fact 
contradicted but I have 
a 
photo­ 
graph showing this condition. 


How many years does the 
W ashington palm grow? Many 
ridiculous statements have been 
made as to the age, and 
the 
truth of the matter is that no 
one knows definitely for 
this 
tree does not record its age by 
annual growth rings. Trees are 
known that are about two hun­ 
dred years old. 
I believe that 
there are no definite facts 
to 
, 
sustain statements that this tree 
lives to a great age as does the 
Sequoia. 
It may be that the 
determination of the span of life 
o f this palm will be made only

quiet th a t has existed here hereto­ 
fore." 
The Junior Chamber w as asked to 
pass a sim ilar resolution, and a real­ 
tor stated the realty board will pass 
a resolution of th a t fciud a t .¿la^next 
meeting. 
It was suggezted-fhai-Till real es­ 
tate dealers should refrain from leas­ 
ing or selling property to individuals 
who propose to establish am usem ents 
th at will annoy residents in the vicin­ 
ity. 
During the discussion it was learn­ 
ed that among those who have sought 
locations in town w ere a skating rink, 
shooting gallery, open-air dance hall, 
open-air boxing 
arena, 
d a rt game, 
s i m i l a r t o ta n g o , a n d 
o t h e r a f r a i l a r 
am usem ent devices. 
The resolution cam e a fte r discus­ 
sion of 
a petition 
presented by a 
group of property ow ners from the 
vicinity of the 
new 
bowling alley. 
The petition read: 
“We, the undersigned members of 
the Cham ber of Com merce, taxpay­ 
ers and individuals engaged in rental 
of hotel accom m odations, apartm ents 
and cottages, feel 
th at 
th e 
Palm 
Springs Bowling Academy, located in 
our neighborhood, is a nuisance, not 
only from the noise of the game, but 
the hilarity attendant to it. 
Al60. we 
feel that such a place of am usem ent 
is a detrim ent to the neighborhood. 
It has already been the cause of great 
loss of income to m any of us. 
W hy 
should we have our business of years 
of hard w ork destroyed by an uninter­ 
ested individual? 
“We, therefore, ask the Chamber of 
Commerce, on behalf

the subject. 
Shall we not keep all

ARMISTICE DAY 


On the eleventh hour of the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month of 1918, a khaki-clad officer 
stood watching his watch near a muddy trench 
on the war-scarred fields of France. His battery’s 
guns were raining a barage of shell-fire on the 
fleeing enemy. 
As the second-hand of his wrist watch ticked 
through the last minute he stiffened, then raised 
his arm and gave the command. 
“Cease firing!” 
It was over! The w ar to end wars had ended! 
Jubilation came even to those war-weary men 
in the trench. It mounted into a wave of fever­ 
ish joy that swept ’round the world. 
All the noise and spirit of rejoicing, then and 
when the boys come home, was a full-throated cry 
of victory to almost every American. 
But not everyone heard it that way. There 
were some to whom the joyous din was a hollow, 
futile sound that could not bring back to them 
what they had lost. 
They were the mothers, the wives and fam­ 
ilies of the 37,568 young men who had been killed 
in action, of the 12,942 who had died of their 
wounds, and of the 182,674 who had come home 
maimed, disabled. 
Monday, the world will observe the anniver­ 
sary of this fateful hour. 
It will be 
Armistice 
Day. 
We know, now, that the World W ar was not 
a war to end wars. We know this was merely the 
idle dream of idealists, or the deadly slogan of 
those who thought they would gain from the war. 
Today we know that one big power is already 
fighting again, and that Europe is on the brink of 
another plunge into mass madness. 
Monday, men in khaki will march through the 
streets, bands will play, flags will wave and people 
will cheer. The sight and the sound will stir us, 
and we will remember th at day seventeen years 
ago when those khaki-clad figures marched tri­ 
umphantly home. 
But let us remember also—in heaven’s name 
let us rem em ber also those thousands who could 
not cheer on that day, the thousands in whose 
hearts dull pain still lingers. 


PERSPECTIVE 


One year hence, almost to a day, Our Coun­ 
try will see the end of one of the m ost spirited 
political campaigns in the history of the nation. 
During the summer of 1936 the Republican 
party will mass its forces in its national conven­ 
tion, there to nominate a favorite son for the high 
office of the Presidency of the United States. To 
date the G. O. P. appears not to have centered 
upon the candidate who will be nominated in June. 
There is much to be done, since the party ap­ 
pears to be somewhat at sea. 
The Democratic party has its sails set to go. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, if he is spared, will be the 
nominee of his party. T hat is a foregone conclu­ 
sion. 
There were spirited campaigns in the days of 
James G. Blaine; also in 1896 with McKinley and 
Bryan as the contenders. But, it is doubtful wheth­ 
er history has yet recorded a more exciting cam­ 
paign than will develop in this country in 1936.

material and animal wealth in the county of 321 
billion dollars. He asserts that the economic loss 
by preventable deaths is six billion dollars yearly, 
while two and one-quarter billion dollars are lost 
through illness sufficient to incapacitate the sick 
from working. 
That represents a large loss of 
money through waste. 


How often do the nations make 
Their wars the markers of their history 
And date from them their great events. 
Because of horrors, it must be. 
W hich they can never quite forget. 
And fearful loss of wealth and life, 
Leaving but sorrow and regret, 
W hich ever follow mortal strife! 


Each year renews our sense of loss.

And blasted those who suffer still 
From grievous wounds and loss of health, 
More cruel than the things that kill. 
And wasted many nations' wealth. 


May we be wise to learn the truth 
That war is seldom justified 
Save by the harpies, who grow fat 
Upon its spoils, and those who ride 
To selfish glory on the sea of blood, 
Drawn from the veins of those 
W ho dare the combat for no gain 
And slaughter strangers as their foes 


W e honor those who bravely fought 
W here every moment threatened death 
And made unselfish sacrifice 
O f limb or sense or vita! breath. 
And, honoring them, we fondly pray 
That Our Country's Flag may wave 
Through long, long years of peace. 
W hile war itself sleeps in a grave.

Governor Merriain has started a probe of ex­ 
cessive expense accounts collected from the pub­ 
lic treasury by heads of certain department. More 
power to him. The taxpayers are in a mood where 
they have one eye open on the state treasury. 
Guess ’most everybody can say “am en” to the 
following, from the California Progress Review: 
“Picture, if you can, one of California’s state 
departm ent-heads cheering wildly at a football 
game while drawing down a dollar an hour ex- 
jrerse money plus his salary during time he is 
supposed to be devoting to state business. 
“Or picture, if you can stand it, a state em­ 
ployee purchasing supplies for his vacation cabin 
at Lake Tahoe with money out of the revolving 
fund of the departm ent of finance. 
“Impossible, you say? 
By no means. These 
things actually have been 
happening recently. 
They are on the record, sworn to by a private ac­ 
counting firm which reported last week to Assem­ 
blyman Leon M. Donihue, chairman of an assem ­ 
bly investigating committee. 
“After picturing these rather brazen affronts 
to taxpayers in general, you might reflect also that 
the state treasury, already termed “grossly inef­ 
ficient” by accounting experts, is today in some­ 
thing of an uproar over the return of an official 
to California for trial after admitting responsi­ 
bility for a $24,000 shortage. 
“Ordinarily such revelations as these would 
be classed as “startling,” and would have the peo­ 
ple up in arm s in no time, denouncing waste of 
their tax money. Yet today there is no such up­ 
rising in California. Are we growing a little soft, 
or have we given up in despair to the mounting 
inefficiencies of government? 
“The people of California will pay between 
$575,000,000 and $600,000,000 in total taxes this 
year, while two decades ago we paid but $95,000,­ 
000. The 1935 legislature appropriated $58,000,­ 
000 greater expenditures than provided in rev­ 
enues, and the state faces a deficit of $79,000,000 
by the end of the current biennium. 
“This deficit will have to be met. 
One way 
to m eet it is to load on more and more taxes, to 
tax the very shirts off our backs. The other way 
is to rise up and demand real economy in state 
government. 
“If we shout loudly and long enough, state of­ 
ficials will come to realize that wasting public 
money is not a healthy procedure.”

Usually selected as a work area for enrollees when 
forestry activities in other parts of the country 
are closed because of winter conditions, Califor­ 
nia had 163 CCC camps last winter and 150 camps 
the year before. Seventy-five camps will handle 
work projects under the jurisdiction of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, 35 under the Departm ent 
of the Interior and three on War Departm ent ac­ 
tivities. 
The distribution of the winter camps under 
the different work agencies are: National forests 
53, state forests 11, soil conservation 10, bureau 
of reclamation 1, military reservations 3, biolo­ 
gical survey 1, division of grazing 3, national mon­ 
uments 3, national parks 7, state parks 2 1 .'

"The Indians 
w ear turquoise 
be­ 
cause 
they believe 
it 
brings good 
luck," 
answ ered 
Mr. 
W atson. 
“In­ 
dians do not decorate for beauty—they 
decorate for cause. 
It just happens 
th at turquoise Is beautiful, but even 
if it were not, and the Indian thought 
it would bring good luck,, he would 
w ear it. 
“The Indian has a very good reason 
for everything he does. 
He does not 
dance for pleasure—he dances fo r ef­ 
fect; to bring rain, to drive aw ay evil 
spirits, to bring health to a sick m em ­ 
ber of the tribe, to receive aid from 
the spirits when he is about to go 
to war, and many other reasons.” 
Mr. W atson told why Indians weave 
certain designs into th eir rugs. 
Each 
rug has a different meaning, 
and 
many a rug tells an entire story. Some 
of them sad, and others happy. 
Mr. 
W atson has the histories of m any of 
his rugs, as explained by the Indians 
from whom these were purchased.

APPRECIATION HELD 
ON WEDNESDAYS

INJUNCTION A S K E D B Y 
PALM S P R I N G S RE ALT OR 


Miss Edith Hynes, instructor of the 
University of California extension 
division, will have classes in art ap­ 
preciation at the El Paseo Theatre, 
every Wednesday, from 10 a. m. to 12 
noon, until the end of January. The 
first instruction was given on Wednes­ 
day of this week. 
Practicality in home furnishing and 
in art appreciation—so often forgot­ 
ten for the esthetic and artistic—is of 
the utmost importance, according to 
Miss Hynes. 
She stresses the practical applica­ 
tion of the principles of art with the 
minimum expenditure. 
"Cost should be a secondary consid­ 
eration in the world of art, but since 
it has to be a primary consideration 
for so many of us I have arranged my 
lectures to show' that the results of 
small expenditures may be artistic," 
Miss Hynes said. 
"So much can be done in house fur­ 
nishing with a very small expendi­ 
ture,” she said. "The purpose of my 
class is to show how a house can be 
changed 
from 
the commonplace, 
stereotyped home into an artistic 
dwelling that exprasses the personal­ 
ity of the owner. 
"The first tiling to do is to rear­ 
range the furniture. Then the back­ 
ground should he changed to make it 
harmonious—it is surprising what can 
be done with obnoxious walls. Two 
coats of paint over an old wall paper 
gives a glossy background that blends 
with the woodwork, which may be 
painted the same color at the same 
time. 
“The third step is to discard unhar- 
monious and inartistic pieces of furni­ 
ture, and replace them with permanent 
pieces. Don't buy a substitute for 
what you want. Buy things you’ll like 
always. If a thing is good for ten 
years, it is good for a lifetime.” 
Miss Hynes mixes the primary 
paints that are used In house paint­ 
ing on a pailette, and colors small 
pieces of wood. She illustrates types 
of walls, floorings and woodwork with 
small pieces of wood, many of which 
she finishes at the class.

W ork on the diversion tunnels for 
P ark e r Dam, m ost easterly outpost of 
the Colorado R iver Aqueduct project, 
is 
moving 
forw ard 
with 
gathering 
m om entum , it was reevaled Friday in 
an engineering report received from 
the field by the office of G eneral M an­ 
ag er F. E. W eym outh of th e M etro­ 
politan W ater district. 
The two big 
tunnels, 
tw enty-nine 
feet in diam eter and 1.600 feet long, 
will carry the Colorado R iver’s flow 
around the dam site during the pe­ 
riod when the dam is under construc­ 
tion. 
P ark er Dam, which will form a res­ 
ervoir approxim ately fifty m iles long, 
Is located 155 m iles dow nstream from 
Boulder Dam. 
It is from the Parker 
reservoir th at w ater will be diverted 
into the aqueduct as the first step in 
its long journey across the state to 
the th irteen m em ber cities of the Met­ 
ropolitan W ater district. 
The dam is being built by the U nit­ 
ed S tates R eclam ation B ureau and is 
being paid for from the proceeds of 
M etropolitan 
W ater 
D istrict 
bonds 
sold to the Public W orks A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
T he construction contract for 
the job is held by Six Companies, Inc., 
the sam e firm which is now com plet­ 
ing the construction of Boulder Dam. 
The dam will be of concrete arch 
design, 800 feet long across its crest 
and 315 feet high from bedrock. 
Its 
m axim um thickness will be 100 feet.

an­ 
nounced in Sacram ento by H arry Hop­ 
kins, chairm an of the highway 
com­ 
m ission. 
A $150,000 appropriation h as been 
obtained by the reconstruction of 10.3 
m iles of the Indio-Palm Springs road, 
providing a modern highway betw een 
these tw'o popular desert tow ns, and 
an additional $25,000 has been aw ard­ 
ed for th e surfacing of portions of 8.5 
m iles betw een Mecca and sta te high­ 
way No. 26. 
Several years ago R iverside county 
re-surfaced approxim ately eight miles 
of the Palm Sprlngs-Indio 
highway, 
providing a good road to Dead Indian 
canyon w here the Pines-to-Palm s high­ 
way begins the ascent of the eastern 
slope of the m ountains. 
The project 
to which Federal funds now have been 
allocated will continue the road to the 
edge of Indio. 
The im provem ent near Mecca 
will 
furnish a direct connection w ith route 
No. 26. 
R iverside county projects are among 
50 that have a total cost of $5,804,576. 
Federal regulations governing the ex­ 
penditures of the highway funds re­ 
quire th at at least 25 percent shall be | 
applied to county or feeder roads not j 
on F ederal aid in the state highway 
system ; a t least 25 percent to city 
streets o r roads in m etropolitan areas 
and the balance on state highw ays or 
Federal aid routes.

TO H A N G A M AN 
(Tom Hughes) 
If we should ever come to realize . 
th at in trying to punish a man by kill­ 
ing him we are but opening the door 
for his quick escape from all human 
punishm ent, we shall still have to con­ 
sider the other argum ents for 
the 
death penalty. 
They are deterrence, 
expediency, and vengeance. 
In this enlightened day we surely 
won’t have to discuss the m atter of 
vengeance. 
Since we frown upon its 
expression as between man and man, 
and condemn its frenzied exhibition 
by the mob, we can hardly condone 
its deliberate employment on the part 
of th e state. 
How shall we defend a 
com m unity parent that w reaks 
cold­ 
blooded vengeance on its child? The 
very question ought to bring its own 
prom pt answer. 
T h ere are the rem aining theories 
of expediency and deterrence. 
Is it expedient for the state to kill 
even the most undesirable of its mem­ 
bers? 
If we say the noose 
is the 
quickest way to dispose of a misfit, 
we ought to be reminded th at we have ’ 
spent years in bringing the misfit to 
m aturity. 
If we say it is the cheap­ 
est w ay in dollars and cents, we are 
forgetting the prodigious amount he 
has already cost us. 
We who have 
paid so highly for his upkeep through 
several years are growing strangely 
Scotch when we haggle over the com­ 
parative eosts once we get 
him 
in 
irons. 
W e ask for economy in state gov­ 
ernm ent, yet we have never taken up 
seriously the problem of economical 
adm inistration of our penal 
homes. 
We don’t know w hat our prisons are 
costing us. 
W e leave their manage­ 
m ent to boards, and we seldom read 
the rep o rts they make. 
And is hanging so cheap? 
There 
are a dozen persons in the state who ( 
can tell how much it costs to hang j 
a m an. 
They can’t tell the cost in 1 
dollars and cents, much less in civic I 
decency or self-respect. 
Even in the 
case of that young fellow, a few years 
ago, w hen the rope broke 
and 
he 
showed signs of coming to, and they 
l had to hurry w ith another rope be­ 
fore th e lad began wondering what 
it was all about—there was no report 
made as to the extra expense. 


No, it is idle to plead economy for 
the gallow s as long as we don’t know 
or care w hat it costs either to throt- 
j tie a m an or to m aintain him in prison. 
Do we say execution is the easiest 
and sim plest way? 
T hat is the pre­ 
cise logic of the howling mob with a 
rope. 
The mob doesn’t understand 
why its victim is in its hands, it 
doesn’t know any other thing to do 
to him, so it kills him. 
Must we ad­ 
m it th a t the lawful state is in 
the 
sam e uncertainty? 
Yes, we m ay as 
well adm it it, for every judicial kill­ 
ing is a public confession of impotency 
in handling the problem. 
The state 
has w atched over a man since 
his 
cradle days, It has made him get some 
sort of schooling, it has gone to va­ 
rious lengths to safeguard his rights, 
but w hen he turns out to be a very 
great rogue, or a very unfortunate vic­ 
tim, the state doesn’t know w hat to 
do w ith him except to strangle him. 
Our wisdom in handling this partic­ 
ular citizen breaks down ju st when we 
need it m ost. 
And ju st when the un­ 
fortunate citizen needs it most. W hat 
of the duty forsaken? 
But a fte r all, we m ight be justified 
in hanging a m an, regardless of shock 
or sham e or any sm aller considera­ 
tion, if th at hanging would deter other 
m en from com m itting the suprem e of­ 
fense. 
T he question, 
then, 
comes 
down to th is: 
Does it deter? 
Nobody can answ er that 
question 
who has not had personal 
contact 
with prisoners and hangings. 
Prison 
w ardens and hangm en 
nnd 
judges 
have spoken their conclusions on the 
m atter. 
W e m ust go to them for in­ 
tim ate light. A good textbook to start 
with is W arden Law es’ "20,000 Years 
in Sing Sing.” 
T here are any num­ 
b er of others. 
Looking back over the various pleas 
for the death penalty we may decide 
th a t vengeance in a civilized commun­ 
ity is out, expediency is an unworthy 
point in the grave m atter of life-tak­ 
ing, the theory of punishm ent is 
a 
farce from every angle. 
Friends of 
the hangm an have only the one 
de­ 
fense to fall back on: Does the threat 
to hang a m an d eter him from com­ 
m itting capital crime, and does 
the 
actual hanging of him deter others?
